SAGE’S FINANCIAL PLANS.

WASHINTON.

16.—Secretary 
Dane will appear before the house com­ 
mittee on banking and currency to­ 
morrow and submit to them in the 
form of a general bill him recommenda­ 
tions recently made to congress. 
The determination of Secretary Gage 
to appear and submit one general finan­ 
cial bill instead of a number of separate 
bills, brought out many expressions of 
satisfaction. It bad the effect of clear­ 
ing up a situation which was becoming 
strutted, aud gave promise of an early 
report to congress on financial bills. 
The understanding was reached on a 
result of a visit to the capitol of the so­ 
licitor of the treasury, Mr. Connell, 
representing Mr. 
Gage. 
He talked 
with a number of the other Republican 
leaders and, it is understood, was ad­ 
vised by Mr. JDingley and others that it 
wonld be desirable to embrace financial 
subjects in one general bill. 
Later, the 
solicitor met Chairman Walker and 
other members of the committee on 
banking aud currency and a general 
conference was hold as to what should 
be done. 
It was made known that Mr. Gage 
preferred to let the subject go over 
until after the holiday recess. 
The 
committee urged, however, that it de­ 
sired to take the Gage bill and also that 
submitted by the monetary conference 
under consideration during the holi­ 
days in order to be in a position to re­ 
port progress when the house recon­ 
vened after the recess. It was decided, 
therefore, that Mr. Gage should sub­ 
mit his measure tomorrow and appear 
in person to explain and argue its 
merits and answer questions from the 
committee, 
it was also made clear 
that the secretary would cover all his 
proposa s in one general bill, instead of 
cutting the subject up. 
Th ;s arrangement gave general satis­ 
faction and having accomplished this 
much the members of the committee 
canvassed the course they woulcrcake 
as to making an immediate report to 
the house on the currency question. It 
was decided that the first thgig to be 
done was to report a bill embodying the 
three features recommended by the 
president, viz: A reduction of the tax 
on circulation to one-half of I per 
cen t; the issuance of circulation up to 
the par value of bonds deposited, and 
the establishment of small banks in 
rural communities. 
While these will be embodied in the 
Gage plan, yet as they were specially 
advised in the president’g message, it 
was felt to be advisable to give the 
house the opportunity of acting on them 
at O’ce without waiting for the report 
on the Gage bill. 
For these reasons the 
full committee will be asked to report 
on the president’s plan at once. The 
draft of a bill has been prepared by Mr. 
Brosius (Pa.) and this was given to the 
solicitor of the treasury, who is to re­ 
turn it in time for action by the com­ 
mittee with such suggestions as the 
treasury authorities may wish to make. 
As to' the comprehensive Gage bill. 
this and the monetary conference bill 
will be gone o* er with care daring the 
holidays and as a result of the bitter 
feeling created, members of the bank­ 
ing and currency committee say there 
is no further doubt that action will be 
reported to the house soon after the 
holidays.

William Tell has dwindled into a 
myth. 
Rousseau's tomb, which has 
beet) the bourne of so many pilgrimages 
during the last IOO years, has now been 
discovered to be untenanted, as stated 
above, and now Bouivard, the “ Prison 
er of Chilton” so beautifully sung of by 
L«*rd Hymn, is shown to be something 
very much akin to a fraud. Visitors to 
the old castle of Chilton, on the lake of 
Geneva, have long gazed with reverent 
eyes on the track worn in the stone 
pavement around the pillar to which 
the captive was chained during his long 
incarceration. 
This year the famous 
footprints 
mysteriously disappeared. 
An inquiry was mado in the cantonal 
legislature as to what had become of 
them. Thereupon M. Vecqurat, coun­ 
cilor of state, rose and unblushingly ex­ 
plained that they had never existed at 
all, but were artificially manufactured 
to satisfy the demands of a sentimental 
public. 
This year the usual repairs 
were done so late that there was no 
time to renew this venerable sham. 


v A story is iii circulation at the court 
of The Hague concerning the young 
queen of Holland which is destined to 
illustrate that she fully shares the pro­ 
nounced aversion of her subjects for 
Germany and prefers in every particu­ 
lar the French. 
It seems that on the 
last occasion when she ritot Emperor 
William she insisted on responding in 
French to the remarks which he ad­ 
dressed to her in German, and on his 
asking her why she did not speak Ger­ 
man she tartly replied that it was mere­ 
ly because she preferred French. 


Germany’s young crown prince has 
recently furnished another illustration 
of his dreadful precocity, ai..! bids fair 
in time to develop into as all embracing 
a genius as bis imperial father. Al­ 
though but 15 years of age, ho has 
taken to writing poems, which arc be­ 
ing lauded in the Germau press as 
something quite extraordinary in their 
delicacy of sentiment and knowledge 
of meter. Fortunately the person to 
whom all his verses have until now 
been addressed is his mother, whose 
hair bas been whitened by anxiety in 
connection with her husband to such a 
degree that in spite of her being consid­ 
erably under 40 years of age it is as 
silvery as that of her mother-in-law, 
the Empress Frederick, and of her 
grandmother, Queen Victoria. 


It is only now that the true circum­ 
stances which led to the murder of the 
late shah of Persia have become known 
through the revelation of an Austrian 
diplomat who represented his country 
in Teheran at the time of the murder, 
but who is now on the retired list. It 
seems that the murder bad nothing to 
do either with religious fanaticism or 
with revenge for the persecution to 
■which the Babbist sect had been sub­ 
jected in Persia, but that it was a mere 
case of private and personal vengeanca 
Years ago the murderer, then a mer­ 
chant, had sold some valuable articles 
to the third son of the late shah, who 
was minister of >war at the time. On 
demanding bis money he was thrown 
into prison, kept there seven years, his 
pretty young wife, to whom he was 
passionately attached, being meanwhile 
forcibly appropriated by the prince. 
After his release he fled to Constantino­ 
ple, where he made the acquaintance of 
the Afghan sheik Diemal-ed Din, who 
recently died in the sultan’s palace. He 
obtained from him letters of introduc­ 
tion to personages in Persia hostile to 
the shah, returned in disguise and kill­ 
ed the king of kings, crying as he fired, 
“ One must fell the tree that bears bad 
fruit,’’ thus making the father respon­ 
sible for the wrong deeds of his son. 


With regard to the crusade that has 
been in progress in England for some 
time past in favor of the opening of mu­ 
seums aud similar public institutions to 
the people on Sunday, that being to all 
intents and purposes the only day in the 
week which the laboring classes have at 
their disposal for visiting and “ taking 
in” anything of the kind, its promoters 
have just secured two important recruits 
to the cause in the persons of the Dukes 
of Westminster and of Wellington. 
These two peers have not confined their 
adhesion to the propaganda to any mere 
expression of sympathy, but have pub­ 
licly announced that henceforth and un­ 
til further notice their London mansions, 
or rather palaces—that is to say, the 
picture galleries, ballrooms, banqueting 
halls, in one word ail the state apart­ 
ments—will be throwp open to tfce pub-

condition of war exists in the island of 
Cuba, between

SAGE'S FINANCIAL PLANS. 


Ba W ill Appear Tomorrow W ith Ona 
General Hill. 


W a sh in g to n, 
Dec. 
16.—Secretary 
Gape will appear before the bonne com* 
in it tee on banking and currency to­ 
morrow and submit to them in the 
form of a general bill his recommenda­ 
tions recently made to congress. 
The determination of Secretly Gage 
to appear and submit one general finan­ 
cial bill instead of a number of separate 
bills, brought out many expressions of 
latisfaotion. It had the effect of clear­ 
ing up a situation which was becoming 
•trailed, and gave promise of an early 
report to congress on financial bills. 
The understanding was reached on a 
result of a visit to the capitol of the so­ 
licitor of the treasury, Mr. Connell, 
representing Mr. Gage. 
He tulked 
with a number of the orher Republican 
leaders and, it is understood, was ad­ 
vised by Mr. Langley and others that it 
would t>e desirable to embrace financial 
subjects in one general bill. Later, the 
solicitor met Chairman Walker and 
other members of the committee on 
banking and currency and a general 
conference was beld as to what should 
be done. 
It was made known that Mr. Gage 
preferred to let the subject go over 
until after the holiday recess. 
The 
committee urged, however, that it de­ 
sired to take the Gage bill and also that 
submitted by the monetary conference 
nuder consideration during the holi­ 
days in order to bo in a position to re­ 
port progress when the house recon­ 
vened after the recess. It was decided, 
therefore, that Mr. Gage should sub­ 
mit his measure tomorrow and appear 
in person to explain and argue its 
merits and answer questions from the 
committee, 
it was also made clear 
that the secretary would cover all his 
proposa s in one general bill, instead of 
cutting the subject up. 
This arrangement gave general satis­ 
faction and having accomplished this 
much the members of the committee 
canvassed the course they woulcrcake 
us to making an immediate report to 
the house on the currency question. It 
was decided that the first thgig to be 
done was to report a bill embodying the 
three features recommended by the 
president, viz: A redaction of the tax 
on circulation to one-half of I per 
oent; the issuance of circulation up to 
the par value of bonds deposited, and 
the establishment of small banks in 
rural communities. 
While these will be embodied in the 
Gage plan, vet as they were specially 
advised la the president’s message, it 
was felt to be advisable to give the 
house the opportunity of acting on them 
at O' ce without waiting for the report 
on the Gage bill. For these reasons the 
full committee will be asked to report 
on the president’s plan at once. The 
draft or a bill has been prepared by Mr. 
Biotins (Pa. i and this was given to the 
solicitor of the treasury, who is to re­ 
turn it in time for action by the com­ 
mittee with such suggestions as the 
treasury authorities may wish to make. 
As to the comprehensive Gage bill. 
this aud the monetary conference bill 
will be gone o»er with care during the 
holiday*, and as a result of tho bitter 
feeling created, members of the bank­ 
ing and currency committee say there 
Is no further doubt that action will be 
reported to the house soon after the 
holidays.

Steubenville has this week been enter­ 
taining the presbyteries of the Presby­ 
terian churches. 
Steubenville presbytery was opened 
by a sermon bv the retiring moderator, 
Doctor McKinley. It was followed by 
communion. Rev. K. T. Prioe, of Scio, 
presided. 
Tuesday morning, after some routine 
business, Doctor Eagleson was granted 
the privilege of laboring as an evange­ 
list. 
In regard to the claim of Doctor Forbes 
for nearly $70, due as salary from Bloom­ 
field church, the presbytery dedded that 
the church had settled with the pastor. 
At 11 o’clock a joint meeting of the 
Presbyterian and United Presbyterian 
presbyteries was held. The two moder­ 
ators made some very appropriate intro­ 
ductory remarks. Brief speeches inter­ 
spersed with singing of psalms and 
prayers were made by Doctor Taggart, 
Doctor Swaney, Revs. H. W. Lowry, N. 
K. Crowe, Thomas Hanna, Joseph 0. 
Kreusch, W. 0. Dunn, W. F. Weir, A. 
G. Eagleson and J. M. Jamieson. 
At the suggestion of Rev. Dr. Eagleton 
a resolution was adopted recommending 
that at the next meeting of these two 
bodies the ministers recite memoriter the 
Shorter Catechism, the moderators to 
ask the questions without the book. 
Doctor Jamieson offered the follow­ 
ing: Resolved, That the conference 
now rise and report to our respective 
presbyteries that the conference was 
very fraternal, and it is hoped, shall be 
conducive to our efficiency in the Lord's 
work and kindly regards for each other. 
Reverend Eaton, of Carrollton, who 
had been elected moderator of the Pres­ 
byterian body, presided at the meeting 
last night, and Doctor Ewing, of India, 
delivered a powerful lecture.

1897, hand­ 
ing back the o.ise of James L. Swan, to 
be tried 'de novo’ by the session of the 
Filtt Presbyterian church, East Liver­ 
pool. 
“ We find no account of the final dis­ 
posal of the above James L. Swan by 
the presbytery of Steubenville, except 
in the statement, se above referred to, 
censoring the Steubenville presbytery 
for alleged unfairness in not granting a 
public trial of the above cees.” 
The report was adopted, and presby­ 
tery adjourned.

Holiness Taylor talked last night to a 
large audience in spite of the rain, and 
his address was as usual more forcible, 
than polished.

"A Methodist Protestant preacher here 
five years ago sat with his feet on the 
fence and squirted amber into the mid­ 
dle of the street.

Germany's young crown prince baa 
recently furnished another illustration 
of his dreadful precocity, ai t bids fair 
in time to develop into as nil embracing 
a genius as his imperial father. Al­ 
though but 16 years of age, be has 
taken to writing poems, which are tie­ 
ing Undid in the German press as 
something qnite extraordinary in their 
delicacy of sentiment and knowledge 
of meter. Fortunately the peraou to 
whom all his verses have until now 
been addressed is his mother, whose 
hair bas been whitened by anxiety in 
connection with ber husband to snob a 
degrm that in spite of her being consid­ 
erably nuder 40 years of age it is as 
silvery as that of her mother-in-law, 
the Empress Frederick, aud of her 
grandmother, Queen Victoria. 


It is mily now that the true circum­ 
stances which led to the murder of the 
late shah of Persia have become known 
through the revelation of an Austrian 
diplomat who represented his country 
in Teheran at the time of the murder, 
but who is now on the retired list It 
seems that the murder bad nothing to 
do either with religions fanaticism or 
with revenge for the persecution to 
which the Babbist sect had been sub­ 
jected in Persia, but that it was a mere 
case of private and personal vengeance. 
Years ago the murderer, then a mer­ 
chant, had sold some valnable articles 
to the third son of the late shah, who 
was minister of wrar at the time. On 
demanding bis money he was thrown 
into prison, kept there seven years, his 
pretty young wife, to whom he was 
passionately attached, being meanwhile 
forcibly appropriated by the prince. 
After his release he fled to Constantino­ 
ple, where he made the acquaintance of 
the Afghan sheik Diciual-ed Din, who 
recently died in the sultan's palace. He 
obtained from him letters of introduc­ 
tion to personages in Persia hostile to 
the shah, returned in disguise and kill­ 
ed the king of kings, crying as be fired, 
“ One must fell the tree that bears bad 
fruit,” thus makiug the father respon­ 
sible for the wrong deeds of bis son.
